2. The uniforms are basically 1 uncomfortably. They are constructed

3. The uniforms require purchase of new-additional-expens'ive 
undergarments. Also, the purchase of new shoes to complement 
the outfit is probable. 


4. Most importantly, the uniforms puovide no warmth of tempeibture 
whatsoever. We are cold in our present uniforms which have long 
sleeves and high necks. The new uniforms reveal bare backs, necks, 
and have short sleeves. Cocktail waitre-ses at Solomon Grundy's 
in the Berkeley Marina have the same uniforms with an additional 
ruffle. The first week they wore the uniforms, one employee ^ ■ 
ireported thatjthpee af the four waitresses came down with colds 
necessitating J sipk leave. 


In conclusion, we feel that the new uniforms are in direct opposition 
w to the conteiiTporary sophistication of the clientele and the 
Davre 1 s motif and we are against their installation.

We conducted a recent survey of four major cities, of which riot- 
ing and violence occurred in thje ghetto areas, and found that 
eighty-five per cent of those arrested were eighteen years jof age 
or older, -..The vast majority were young adults (voting age) who 
can participate in policy making decisions and aren’t teen-agers 
as the news media might lead many to believe. Wo interviewed 
frustrated, young adults, with problems they arc unable to find 
any solution to.

My knowledge of her as an attorney stemmed 
from her handling of the case of U.S. v. Marilyn Buck in San 
Francisco in 1973 and her subsequent work representing Defendants 
subpoenaed to appear before the Federal Grand Jury. 

. - My initial meeting with Susan Jordan as an attorney 

was at my behest and based upon her widely known reputation as a 
feminist criminal defense attorney . Since September 18 , 1975, 

I have consulted with Susan Jordan on numerous occasions (too 
numerous, in fact, to list) regarding both the question of appro- 
priate representation for me in Los Angeles on charges pending 
there and the facts of this case.
